AN EDITORIAL 
Southward Ho 

With summer's balm and lazy days, comes the yearning for 
vacation time, for sports, traveling and adventurous wanderings. 
If you have path finding tendencies or urges of a Robinson Crur | 
soe look to the south—the south of your own state. 

There are islands in our southern Gulf where pirates tred. 
On one of the Ten Thousand Islands off the coast of Everglades | 
City there’s a towering old house. Desolate and deserted, it 
stands as a lofty forgotten castle with a single Australian pine | 
overlooking two lagoons and the distant Gulf. The king of pirates 
or vagabonds might have lived there once. Perhaps his intriguing 
knaves hung him from the solitary tree and later made his wife 
walk the plank. It could have been. 

There are oil wells in Sunniland south of Immokalee. Their 
dramatic reach for the sky unfolds epics of riotious and frantic 
searches for black gold. 

There are lonesome sandlands stretching aimlessly to the 
horizon without a living accent for miles. There is the mysterious 
Big Cypress where only hunters penetrate for wild game. 

If you are searching for a last frontier, turn to the south. 
Early stories and legends echo there with notes of bygone yes- 
terdays. There is the land Spaniards once combed in their search 
for fanciful fountains and golden loot missing Florida’s richest 
treasures—its soil and climate. 

You will see the great wastelands which some day won't be 
wastelands. The State Agricultural Department is putting find- 
ings on paper toward the day when every inch of land will be 
productive. 

You don't believe you are living in a frontier land? Figures 
show that only about six million acres of the state's 35 million 
acres are developed. Only about 17 percent of Florida's land area 
has any form of productive use.

Molasses was fed to those in 
group two producing an aver- 
age gain of 1.43 pounds daily 
with the consumption of 63 
pounds of grass. 

Feeding on cotton seed pel- 
lets, steers in group four gained 
1.5 pounds a day. 

Objects of the experiment 
were to achieve highest grade 
of cattle on greatest consump- 
tion of grass and to discover 
whether the animal can balance 
protein carbohydrate ratio from 
grass.

Insect Control Urged To 
Curb Livestock Losses 


Women Pilot Air Race 
Scheduled June In W P B 


An insect-contro] program, 
started before hot weather sets 
iy, will do much to cut down 
livestock losses this summer, 
the American Veterinary Medi- 
cal Association advises farmers. 

Flies, ticks, and mosquitoes 
play a part in spreading many 
infectious diseases of animals 
including the malaria-like cat- 
tle disease known as anaplasm- 
osis, the so-called sleeping sick- 
ness of horses, swamp fever, 
and. bovine mastitis. In addi- 
tion, insects such as screwworm 
flies and heel flies are directly 
responsible for costly parasitic 
diseases. 

Besides all that, insects cause 
discomfort that may be reflect- 
ed in decreased gains and milk 
production. 

A general clean-up of barns 
and premises, including drain- 
ing or fencing of swampy places 
where mosquitos and certain 
other parasites breed, is recom- 
mended as the first step.
